Rocky Mountain Pass. 


Lieut. Trernont,of the U. S. Army, in his re- 


cent explorations by direction ofthe government, 
Has discovered a pass in the Rocky mountains, 
jo nearly a direct line from the north-western 
angfe of Missouri to the Columbia river valley. 
U is approached from the mouth of the Sweet 
Water, and a sandy plain one hundred and 
twenty miles long conducts by a gradual and 
»*gular ascent to its summit. 
The traveler

some ascents, suddenly finds himself about sev- 
en thousand feet above the sea. The breadth of 
this pass has not been ascertained. It in no 
manner resembles the gorge-like chaiacter and 
winding ascents ol the Alleghany passes, and is 
very unlike the Great St. Bernard and Simplon 
passes in Europe. It has heretofore been sup 
posed that the Rocky Mountains were composed 
of a vast, lofty i and continuous mass of rocks 
partially covered with soil, in which irapenetra 
ble forests find roots and subsistence; but thi 
pass renders the transit to the summit perfectlj 
easy, and when once there we find ourselves on 
the waters which flow directly from the Pacifi 
ocean.
